Soldier* marched solemnly onto the lawn In front of the building, 
and car* began streaming into the driveway to discharge their dis­ 
tinguished riders. And they were so distinguished that it burt— 
delegations from Britain, France, the United States, the Netherlands. 
Cuba and so on. Each country had selected its handsomest, gravest] 
moat diplomatic-looking representative. 
Up the palace steps they came, some in uniforms but most of them 
In morning coats, which seemed outlandish in the heat of the Haitian 
morning.
